INDUSTRIAL PLANTS PILE UP RESERVE COAL 


SAN FRANC ISCO ATTORNEYS GIVE 
OPINION ISSUE INVALIDATED 
BY $24,000 BEING VOTED AND 
ONLY $23,000 ISSUED. 


THREE YOUTHFUL SLAYERS ARK 
DISCOVERED IN BOLD PLOT TO 
GAIN FREEDOM BY SAWING 
THROUGH JAIL BARS. 


A daring plot of Gordon Tescher, 
Lawrence McCarthy, and John Helm, 
the three confessed murderers of M. 
J. Needham, to break jail by sawing 
through their cell bars, was frus¬ 
trated Wednesday afternoon by 
Sheriff Sheehan and Under Sheriff H. 
W. Lampkin. On receiving a tip that 
something of the kind was in the 
wind, the officers searched the cells 
the three young desperadoes occupy 
and found that several of McCarthy’s 
bars had been partly sawed through. 
A search outside the window discov¬ 
ered the saw used where it had been 
thrown on the appearance of the 
officers. 

At night the three youths occupy 
separate cells, but In the daytime the 
doors of their cells are unlocked and 
they are given freedom of a corridor 
upon which their cells face. This 
corridor is separated from the open 
portion of the jail by iron bars. When 
the officers examined McCarthy’s cell 
they found that several of the bars 
had been partly sawed through so as 
to make an aperture large enough to 
allow McCarthy to get into the cor¬ 
ridor when his cell was locked. The 
plan, evidently, was for McCarthy to 
get into the corridor during the night, 
saw the bars of the outer cage almost 
through, and then in the daytime, 
when all three were in the corridor, 
they could break through the outer 
cage and mnke their dash for liberty. 
Once outside the bars of the corridor, 
the prisoners could only escape from 
the jail by getting the keys to the 
outer doors from the jailer. The sec¬ 
tions of the bars which they intended 
sawing away would have provided 
them with the most formidable of 
weapons with which to subdue the 
jailer w'hen they attacked him to get 
the keys. 

Search of McCarthy’s cell failed to 
disclose any trace of the saw used by 
the prisoner, but on the ground out¬ 
side the jail und below the window 
of McCarthy’s cell, Sheehan and 
Lampkin found the rusty blade of a 
small hacksaw, broken into three 


McDonnell & Co. of San Francisco, 
who were the buyers of the recent 
bond issue of Visitacion school dis¬ 
trict, have declined to accept the 
$23,000 worth of bonds in lieu of the 
entire issue of $24,000, which was 
the amount voted upon in the district. 
Attorneys for the company have ad¬ 
vised against the purchase, and at the 
meeting of the supervisors Monday 
the McDonnell company asked that 
the certified check which accompanied 
their bid for the bonds be returned 
to them. The letter received by the 
supervisors stated the attorneys’ opin¬ 
ion that the issue was invalidated be¬ 
cause $24,000 in bonds was the amount 
voted upon while $23,000 was the 
amount issued. 

The difference as explained to the 
board by District Attorney Swart was 
due to the fact that shortly after the 
election a change was made in the as¬ 
sessed valuation of the district, which 
reduced its bonding capacity to the 
extent it was not possible to issue the 
bonds in the full amount of the 
$24,000. The attorneys, in their opin¬ 
ion to McDonnell & Co., held that the 
statutes provide that the supervisors 
must issue the bonds in the full 
amount voted for by the people. 

The matter was ordered referred to 
District Attorney Swart..

The West Calera, the fourteenth 
vessel to be constructed at the Schaw- 
Batcher shipyards for the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, was launched last 
Sunday in the presence of a large 
crowd. The great 8800-ton freighter 
slid from the ways smoothly, not an 
untoward event taking place to mar 
the success of the occasion. This is 
the first vessel to be launched at any 
of the ship plants around the bay 
since those plants were tied up by 
the strike of shipyard workers Oc¬ 
tober 1st. The vessel’s boilers, aux¬ 
iliary machinery and deck machinery 
were all in place before she took to 
the water, and the owners of the ship¬ 
yard declare that her launching is 
refutation of the claim of strike lead¬ 
ers that the yards have made a failure 
of their attempt to reopen. 

Mrs. W. 11. B. Fowler, wife of a San 
Francisco newspaper man and daug- 
ter of Charles B. Wells, a director of 
the Western Pipe and Stfcel Company, 
sponsored the vessel and broke a 
bottle of California champagne over 
its bows as it slipped from the ways. 

The vessel took to the water at the 
stroke of the hour set for the launch¬ 
ing. Everything went according to 
program. 

Each man was in his place and at 
the given signal the blocks were 
jacked loose, the ropes cut, and the 
freighter glided on an even keel side¬ 
ways into the water. 

A new electric device, invented by 
N. A. Wright, electrical engineer of 
the Schaw-Batclier Company, was 
used for the first time at the launch¬ 
ing of the West Calera. The device 
consists of four electrically con¬ 
trolled guillotines through which the 
launching cables pass. At a given 
signal the pressure of *a button 
causes the knives of the guillotines to 
fall and sever the cables. 

This method does away with the 
dangerous practice hitherto used In 
sidewise launchings of hacking the 
cables with axes, according to officials 
of the yard. 

The method insures that the vessel 
shall be released at both bow and 
stern at the same moment and strike 
the water with an even keel.

Door, but Miscreant Leaves 
Without Entering. 


What gives evidence of being an 
unusually bold attempt at robbery 
took place at the store J. Carmody 
on Linden avenue early Sunday even¬ 
ing. It was made at about 8 o’clock, 
and that it was not successful is prob¬ 
ably due to the fact that the mis¬ 
creant was frightened away. 

The Carmody family occupy the 
apartment above the store, and early 
in the evening one of the members 
reported to Mr. Carmody hearing the 
breaking of glass below. Mr. Carmody 
did not think more of the matter at 
the time, but on going into the store 
an hour later found that a semi¬ 
circular section had been cut from 
the heavy plate glass of the front 
door in such a position that a hand 
could be easily inserted and the bolt 
drawn. The glass lay scattered over 
the floor on the inside. The door had 
not been opened, which gives color to 
the theory that either the noise of the 
falling glass or interruption/ by a 
passer-by caused the would-be thief to 
leave before he had accomplished his 
purpose. No clue as to his identity 
was left.

It must 
be watched closely and tried often by 
dropping into cold water and the 
cooking must be stopped as soon as 
that dropped into water can be rolled 
into a soft ball.

1. Flavor with peppermint, winter- 
green, vanilla, lemon, orange, ma- 
pellne, spices, etc., to taste.

Candied Grapefruit Peel 

1. Select grapefruit with puffy skin. 

2. Cut skin into quarters, leaving 
on as much white as possible. Cut 
into strips nearly half an inch wide, 
using scissors. 

3. Let stand over night in cold, 
salted water. 

4. In the morning put peel Into cold 
water and bring it slowly to the boil¬ 
ing point; then pour off the water and 
repeat the process. Do this many 
times until the peel is no longer 
bitter. 

5. Add an equal amount of sugar to 
the peel and water to nearly cover. 
Boil slowly until it is as dry as can 
be without burning and the peel is 
clear. 

6. Roll each piece in granulated 
sugar and put on waxed paper to cool.
